require the activation of forces. Many of these problems can still be sclwed before 
the 10th Trade Union Comgress, as was poiated out at the 12th URO plenary meet ing. 
For instance, st least partial taprovement of the problems of personal protect ive 
working aids could be made without waiting for a decision from superior authorities. 
It is secessery to check the conditions of the aids, teth those stored and in the 
workers’ possession. It is necessary to replace worn-cet aids by new ones, and to 
insist om timely and carefel professional msintemance of the aids in use, to ascertain 
the ectusl seed for aids in short supply, and om this besis to reconsider the orders 
placed with Bempo, etc. In the ares of providing meals in factories, it is necessary 
to check the existing standard, the possibilities and conditions in seed of tuprove- 
sent, primarily for the second and third shifts, end te use this evaluation of the 
situation in disceesions with economic sanegements and appropriate supply inst {tut fons 
in the cowenty comcernming concrete seaceures. Ic the same wey, the present situat ion 
and the possibilities of tuprowement of transportation to and from work aust be in- 
vestigated with the help of seperior BOR orgens and aations!] committees, and an 
taprovement gust be demended. The situation is sot different even in services for 
working people, the retail shop setwork and the like. Experience is avatiable fro 
counties and regions where these qeestions teve been solwed at joint seetings of 
state and trade entons officials, which shows thet the situation can be taproved 
qeickly. 


Workers themselwes can taprove a lot of things throwgh volestary work within the 
“Trade Unionists for their Fectories end the Repeblic™ program, without extensive 
éemands for finamce and tavesteents. There ere local trade enions, where progres 
participation eqeals om sverage 12 or gore hours per sember, however, there are also 
— im which sot ewem o balf thet bes beem attained. A similar situation exists 
regarding the fimaecial means of the culteral and sociel services fends. Some 
factories and inet itet ions accomplish for their workers more with « lower celters! 
and social services fend [FESP) bedget then so-called wealthy enterprises which, 
however, Go sot kmow bow to economize effectively or, on the coatrary, do sot spend 
the feed effectively during the year, thus berting the factory's social policy. 
Undowbtedly, these are reserves which can be geobilized qeickly; they reqeire only 
initiative, reewalest ion, sore emergy, organizing rest and the knowledge of the social 
area ceeds, and they will reselt is « tremendous cootribet foe to the workers” sat is- 
faction by cresting working comditices and « working atmosphere and climate closer 
to comfitions opt iaes for fulfilling the demanding tasks of the Seventh Five-Tear 
Plas. 





These qeestions shoeld be openly aévenced at anneal sll-member meetings of trade 
enice secticoes, workshops and fectories, they should be proposed into the resolet ions 
of the eunes!] seetiags end secured ic the year plans for perscamel, cafre, and social 
development as well aos in collective bergeining agreements; seterally, salwers in 
agreement and close cooperation with the lesdership of the orgenizat ica.

and action, they certainly did stianlate thought. Thus Private First Class Springer 
admitted that jest « few gonths ago be would sot have beliewed that the activity 

of the .hbemical defense could be useful in combat. Sow be enderstands auch sore 
clearly, because oe cnows how ope can end aust protect hinself. 


Prepared for the Troop 


Growp leaders Meuse]. Paul and Eichler expressed similar views. The results of 

their efforts showed ow in the top grades achiewed, especially those of the two 
firet-nemed collectives in all standard examinations during the time of the field 
encampeesnt. And ewes Comrade Eichler’s group, which was least prepared for the 
field encampaent because of foregoing epsatisfactory training, sow knows gore clearly 
where its weaknesses ore. Thes, for example, the platoom leader of the Eichler 
group draws this comclusice: “I will help Soecomoissioned Officer Eichler to prepare 
himself better theoretically, especially during duty preperation. in practical 
treiming I will do gore to aske bie react to descriptions and signals.”

While in 1977 the cumber of sewly acknowledged occupations! diseases etill wes 
above 12,000, it dropped to 9.700 last veer, « reduction of | 

positive developeent started already in 1978 and aleo revealed iteelf in « 
diminishing degree of seriousness of diseases. These are results which heve to do, 
for one thing. with the reorgenizetice of

Economic Dif ficulties 


The Kosovo ecomomy is living from day to day with great difficulty. The results 
of business operation ower the firet 6 months are very disturbing. in 4 meeting 
of the gost distinguished business execetives in Kosovo, which was beld at wi- 
lic, they gade ao bowes showt it: The ecomemic situation in the province is 
very serious. 


GQutpet hes falles off drastically. The losses sre buge: They saownt to 1,313 
milliee dimers, which is twice what it wes in the seme pericd of last year. The 
trade éeficit comes to } billice dimers. The gap between the real capabilities 
of the ecomomy end whet is being aechiewed is dramatic. 


Mustafa Behl jwlji, director of the Remiz Sedike comstruction combine, says that 
the losses of thet firm, amownting to shout 20 billice old diners, were caused 
firet of all by isternal shortcomings. “eheres iseasilji, director of Amortizer 
[Shock Abeorber), says thet in his work organization they sent all the workers 
ewey for emaual vecetion in August is order to reduce inventories to some ex- 
tent.
